One of ilie firsi < ' i nadia lis to spI foul in I'laner as a. member of the British Expeditionary Force, Capt. Ambrote 
L. Lockwood, Med, "10, was invested with the Military Cross by His Majesty the King at Buckingham Palace on 
January 24, for gallantry and meritorieut servioa, aocarding ta word racaivad at the University yeatsrday. 

When war broke out, Capt. Uoekwaed was in Berlin taking a post-graduate course in surgery. Dr. Hepburn, a 
elassmata on his way home from Siam, was his guest in Berlin. When Britain declared war. the two Canadian phy 
Siciana were in great danger of being interned as alien enemier. On August 11 posters were issued saying that no 
British subjects could leave Germany. On the 13th a number of Americans wara allowed to leave the country, and 
Dr. Lockwood and Dr. Hepburn, by posing aa Amarican el titans, and satitfyina the aiitharKiaa In this raapaet, reached 
England by way of the Hook of Holland. 

Arrived in England, tha two MeOill graduates immediately offe-od their servieaa to tha Rayai Army Medical Corp» 
authoritiaa, and were accepted because of their knowledge of Frencn and German, and within a faw days they were 
again en the Continent with the British Expeditionary Force. Capt. Locliwood was with No. 12 Stationary Hospi- 
tal, B.E.F., during the very heavy fighting in which the B ritisl- participated at that period, and when the British 
hospitals were crowded to capacity with the number of wounded from the Ypres salient and other battlefields. A#- 
ter s year's service ha returned to Canada on a brief fuHatiflh, an tha cempletien af whleh ha want baak ta France 
with the rank of captain. Ho haa aince bean eannaetad with a medical unit on the firing line.

In yesterday's lecture of his "Kuiope 
al War" series. Dr. C. W. Colby look 
up the question of Ruumaniu. and In- 
troduced his subject by pointing out 
the importance of this ' country as a 
factor in the coming re-arrangement 
of south-eastern £urope. 

Referring in the first place tu the 
ethnography of the Balkans, the lec- 
turer remarked that, although patriots 
of Ihe four principal ethnical uroiip.* 
of the peninsula — the Serbs, the lloii- 
nianians. the UuUars and Ihe (iiceks 
— all insist on the purity of their re- 
spective stocks, and lav stress on the 
historical tradition whicli llicy re|ire- 
sent, yet the C|uestion is far from be- 
ing a simple one. Since the days of 
the Roman Kmpire the Balkans hive 
been a highway fur successive invas- 
ioits from Asia — each of which has 
left some traces behind it. We may 
safely assume, then, that the Rou- 
manians, who claim to be the direot 
descendants of Rain:in colonists, wlio 
settled to the north of Ihe lianiibe 
duriiii; the reiRU of Trajan, In the ear- 
'y part of Ihe second century .\.|i,. re- 
civcil a liirue ailnii.xture of ,^l;iviiiiic 
iliii other blooil ill the coilisc of time. 
Kal they still retain ucniiiiie l.iilin 
liaraiteristics. ami. with the .M.myars 
-a people of Asiatic or!i;ln- const 1 - 
ate "one of the most exceptional eth- 
nical factors In Kurope." It is remurk- 
ible. In particular, that "modern Uou- 
manian should be substantially a ro- 
mance language, despite the fact that 
no great individual philologist like 
Coraes in Greece, or Dobrovsky in llo- 
liemia, should have exercised his tal- 
ents upon bi':io;ini; Ihe aotual form of 
the national .speech into line with 
theory rcKanlins the oriyiii of the 
la.e." To-day more than ever the 
.iiuiiiaiiians ari' proiiil of tlieir l.iiliii 
■ricin. Il lui cherish a stroiij; racial 
feeliliK which makes ilicin look foi-- 
ward to a (ire:iier Houinaiilii, which 
would include all their brethren now 
living under foreign rule. 

Turning, then, to the history of Rou- 
mania. Dr. Colby said that this coun- 
try was created in 1861 out of two re- 
gions which, during the earlier part 
of the nineteenth century, had been 
known as the Danubian Inichles, name- 
ly Walachia and .Moldavia, two Turk- 
ish provinces "nllled by general com- 
munity of race and speech." It was 
In Ihe yiiiis Immediately followiiiK the 
t'rimean War lhat the Itoumanlan 
lirtncipality was brounlit into i-.\lst- 
ence, thanks mainly to the influence 
of Alixaiiiler II. and .Napoleon 111. 
who had become reconciled to one an- 
other, and both favoured the eman- 
cipation of the Danubian Duchies 
from the Turk, In 18lil Colonel Cuza, 
who belonged to a distinguished Rou- 
manian family, and who had been 
Hospodar or Governor of WaUichIa and 
Moldavia since 1859, assumed the title 
of Prince Alexander John I. In 1866 
disturbances took [ilace which led him 
to abdicate, "and i!i his stead was 
chosen Prince Carol I., who lieloimed 
lo the younger branch of the llohen- 
zollern family." During the ion;; 
rel^;ll of farol (he died in 1SI14) the 
Importance ot lloumania as ii factor 
in Kuropean politics grew steadily, 
for Houmania became the most popu- 
lous and richest of all the Halkan 
states. Three important episodes mark 
the reign of tlie late king: The war 
of 1877 against Turkey, the transform 
matlon of the principality Into a 
kingdom in 1881, and the two Balkan 
wars of 1012-13. 

When Russia declared war against 
Turkey in 1877, the position of Rou- 
mania became extremely difficult, for 
the use of its territory to permit the 
passage of armies became indispens- 
able to llussia. Roiiniania not only 
Kiaiiled rlKht-of-way lo Russia, but 
actually entered the war herself and 
rendered ureal service to the Tsar, 
particnlarlv at I'lcvna. In 1878. liow- 
ever, when pence terms were arrang- 
ed at Berlin, Russia claimed back Dea- 
sarabla, which she had been obliged 
lo ceide after the Crimean War, and. 
In return for It, offered Roumanie the 
Dobrudja, with the seaport of Con- 
stanza. The Roumanians accepted 
this arrangement only with great ra- 
liictance, and never quité forgave Rus- , 
sia her unfair treatment. "Indeed, 
had It not been for the growing desire 
to help emancipate their <?apttve 
brethren in Hungary, It is more th<\n 
probnhle that the Koumanlans would 
have refused lo be broiiRht Inside the 
orbit of the Triple lOiilenle." A? a 
mailer of fact, the position of Itou- 
mania has been ,1 most peculiar one. 
lier fiienilshlp willi Italy, her resent- 
ment lowaril Itiissla. and Ihe Cerman
